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III. 
CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE i. This Association shall be known by the name of the Coosa 
River Baptist Association. 

Art. II. It shall be composed of well accredited messengers, appointed by 
regular Baptist churches, which are united in this union. 

Art. III. Its meetings shall be annual. 

Art. IV. Its officers shall be a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer, who shall 
l»e elected by ballot, or otherwise, at each session, and hold •office till their suc- 
-cessors are declared duly elected. Provided, that the non-election of Treasurer 
shall not interfere with organization. 

Art. V. The Association can not rule, but may advise the churches. But 
it has a full right to reject the messengers of any church in disorder in faith or 
practice. 

Art. VI. Petitions for membership must be by letter and one or more 
messengers; and the Association, m each case, is to judge on the question of 
reception. 

ART. VII. Each church of fifty members, or less, shall have three messen- 
gers, and one messenger for each fifty or fractional number over fifty. 

Art. VIII. This Association is in full sympathy with the spirit, and ready 
to correspond and co-operate with all regular Missionary Baptist organizations, 
ibr the spread of the gospel and the extension of the Redeemer's kingdom on 
•earth; but a difference of opinion on these matters shall not necessarily involve 
•the question of fellowship. 

Art IX. Churches composing this body will be expected to contribute to 
-and sustain a contingent fund, which shall be deposited by the messengers, at 
each annual meeting, with the Finance Committee; and other contributions for 
•benevolent purposes will be earnestly sought and fostered by the Association. 

Art. X. This Constitution, or any Article may be amended or abolished, 
■■at a regular meeting, on the concurre >ce of a vote, by standing, of two-thirds of 
Ahe messengers present. Provided, such intended change is announced by the 
AC oderator at least six hours before the action u taken. 



RULES OF DECORUM. 



Rule i. The Association shall be opened, and closed with prayer. 

Rule 2. A Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the suffrages of the 
members present. 

Rule 3. The names of the members shall be called each day before pro- 
ceeding to business, and no member shall absent himself from the Association 
unless he have leave or be sick and unable to attend. 

Rule 4. Visiting ministering brethren present shall be invited to seats in 
the Association. 

Rule 5. The Moderator shall preside over the Association, preserve order, 
and appoint all committees, with the sanction of the Association. 

RULE 6. The Moderator may speak in debate on any question, appointing 
some other member, to fill the chair temporarily, but shall not vote, except in 
case of a tie. 

Rule 7. The Moderator shall decide all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Association *by any two members. , 
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IV. 

Rule 8. Every member, when speaking, shall rise from his seat, respect- 
fully address the Moderator, confine himself to the question before the body, 
and avoid personalities. 

Rule c,. A motion made must be seconded and stated by the Moderator 
before debating; and every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Moderator 
or any member desire it. . 

Rule io. When a motion is stated by the Moderator, it is in possession of 
the Association, but may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before a 
decision or amendment. • 

RULE ii. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 
except to lay on the table, postpone indefinitely, commit or amend; which said 
motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are stated; but a 
motion to adjourn is always in order, exctpt when a member is speaking or the 
body engaged in voting.. 

Rule 12. All questions, except such as relate to the Constitution, the 
Rules of Decorum, or the reception or exclusion of churches, shall be decided 
by a majority of tha voles; .in the excepted cases, two-thirds are required. 

Rule 13. Filling blanks with particular numbers, the question shall first 
be taken on the highest number and longest time. 

Rule 14. When a motion has once been decided, a member Voting with 
the majority may move for a reconsideration on any day during the session. 

Rule 15. No speaker shall be interrupled, unless he be out of order, and 
.no member shall speak more than twice on the same proposition without leave 
of the Association. 

RULE 16. No practice shall be allowed which has a tendency to interrupt 
speaking or the business of the Association. 

Rule 17. The appellation of "Brother" shall be used by members in their 
addresses one to another. 

Rule 18. The Clerk shall read these rules at the opening of every session 
of the Association. 

Rule 19. Any member violating these rules shall be reproved by the 

Moderator.

The Committee on Family Religion reported: 

REPORT ON FAMILY RELIGION. 

While your committee recognize the importance and necessity of religion in 
the household, influencing the heart and controlling the acts of each member 
thereof, and the intimate relation between household piety and church develop- 
ment, yet in view of the elaborate reports of the past several sessions of this 
body on that subject, we consider- it necessary to merely reiterate briefly what 
has already been stated with so much emphasis: 

I. Family religion is pre-eminently the religion of Christ, as it refers to 
family relations in all respects. 

- 2. Family religion consists, first, in being religious ourselves at home, 
among our families, and in all our domestic relations in life; and, second, in 
imparting such religious instruction to our children and our entire household as 
may, by the blessing of God, be the means cf winning their precious souls to 
Christ. 

3. In the family are the foundations of whatever good and great things are 
possible to our race. Even civilization itself owes all that is ennobling, pure, 
and true, to the family. 

Your committee recommend that the pastors of churches in the bounds of 



this body be urged in their ministrations to their respective churches to preach 
occasionally on the importance, duty and necessity of heads of households main- 
taining regular family worship. Respectfully submitted,

The Committee on State Missions reported: 

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

We find in the ninth annual report of the State Mission Board much to 

cheer our hearts, to stimulate our zeal, and to encourage oui efforts in this great 

work. The work of the Board for the past year has been progressive and 

aggressive. More has been accomplished than in any former year of its history. 

- The work done and the results achieved have been most gratifying. 

Including the Secretary, seventy men have been engaged in State Mission 
work during the year, for the whole or part of their time. These brethren have 
labored in fifty-six counties in the State, and their labors have been greatly 
blessed. A partial report of their work in the State up to July, the end qf the 
conventional year, is as follows: — 

Sunday Schools organized, 61; churches constituted, 21; restored, 46; 
received by letter, 438; baptisms, 919; total additions to our churches, 1,403. 

These statistics show an advance in State Mission work and in the number 
added to the churches. The contributions to the Board have been equal to 
those of last year. Fifty of our associations are contributing through the Board 
to objects of benevolence. This is an increase of ten over last year. 

These results, compared with the amount of money expended, constitute 
the highest possible commendation of the wisdom of the course pursued by the 
Board. These results, too, constitute an argument which proves that this 
Board is worthy of our most liberal suppoit and the most hearty co-operation of 
the Denomination all over the State. .

Resolved, 1. That we hail with pleasure the establishment of a Board of 
Ministerial Education with the especial view of educating young ministers for 
Alabama in Alabama. 
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2. That we will cheerfully co-operate with said Board in its laudable efforts 
to place an education within the power of every young man in our State called 
of God to this work. 

3. That the establishment of a " Mess Hall" for the theologues meets our 
concurrence as greatly lessening the expenses of their education. 

Adopted. 

Pledges were taken and cash collected. Total, $106.10. 

In the absence of the standing committee on Temperance, a 
special committee, consisting of B. D. Williams, J. C. Wright, and 
J. S. Kelly, was appointed to report on that subject. 

The following resolutions, offered by Abner Williams, were 
adopted: 

Resolved, I. That the churches of this Association be requested to adopt 
the plan of systematic benevolence recommended by the last State Convention; 
and that the Clerk of the Association be requested to incorporate said plan in 
the minutes of this session. 

2. That all the pastors of churches in this Association are earnestly 
requested to present this matter to their churches at the earliest time practicable, 
and urge them to adopt this or some other systematic plan of benevolence. . 

[The following is the plan referred to, as taken from item 78 in the minutes 
of the Baptist State Convention for 1884. — Clerk.] 

I. That each church in the State be requested to take collections for Mis- 
sions as frequently as possible; that those churches having services every Sab- 
bath take these collections once a month, and that no church take collections 
less frequently than four times a year. 

II. That the pastors and the officers of the churches be requested to get 
each member, however indigent, to agree that he will contribute a stipulated 
amount at each of these collections, whether he be present on the occasion 
or not. r ^ • 

III. That these collections are to be the church's contributions for all mis- 
sionary purposes, and are to be divided among the various departments of 
mission work according to the wish of the donor, or by action of the church. 

IV. That each church appoint some member to see that these collections 
are made at the time appointed, whose duty also it shall be to secure, by indi- 
vidual effort, such of the amounts promised as shall not be collected at the 
appointed time.
